Louisville, Ky., June 27.—Trouble be- 
gan with the fall of the gavel at Mon- 
day’s session of the democratic state 
convention, the beginning of the second 
week of its labors. In respect of up- 
disorder it outdid itself, 
though it already had a reasonably 
good record for lack of accord. When 
the session began a demand was made 
for the removal of the police who had 
been present since the disturbance 
caused on Friday by outsiders. The 
chair ruled it out of order and refused 
to recognize an appeal. For hours the 
crowd yelled and sang in a very effect- 
ual effort to prevent a continuation of 
the balloting fer governor. 

The demonstration on the whole was 
good humored, but determined. Only 
once or twice was ill-humor displayed, 
but one of these, the occasion: being the 
ejection of a disorderly delegate, came 
near resulting seriously. 

The chairman made another attempt 
to have the roll call on nomination for 
governor, but the opposition created 
such disorder the clerk could not be 
heard. 

One of the excited factionists secured 
a tally sheet from the stage and with a 
group of dissidents prepared to have a 
roll call of the counties on the appeal in 
defiance of the chairman. 

“Why don’t you go; why don’t you 
bolt?” came from the Goebel men. 

Then came a deafening chorus of 
sing-song yells, the chairman beating 
time con fuoco with his gavel. After 
several minutes of this pandemonium, a 
facetious delegate arose. 

Sing Sacred Songs. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, after strug- 
gling some time to make himself heard, 
“there seems to be a general disposition 
to sing. Why not let us sing together? 
Let us sing: ‘Praise God from Whom 
All Blessings Flow.’ ” 

A wave of laughter swept through the 
hall, then all caught up the strain and 
the hymn was sung amid surroundings 
that made it sound weird and uncanny, 
not indicative of peace and good will, as 
is its mission. ; 

But sacred music never had a less 
soothing influence. It gave way to the 


wid chorus of disorder and another at- 
tempt to start the roli call was howled 


down. At this juncture a delegate 
rushed toward the stage. Immediately 
in front of the chairman stood a Jine of 
blue coats. The excited delegate began 
to denounce the police, the chairman 
and things generally. An officer laid 
his hands on the disturber’s shoulders. 
The convention arose as one man and 
a dangerous movement to the front of 
the house began. Every delegate was 
on his feet and wildly excited. This ges- 
ticulating, noisy mass surged forward, 
pushing back the police and crowding 
them against the stage. Four of the 
dissidents with presence of mind took 
possession of the disturbder and hustled 
him out of the way. The police, who had 
been stoically listening to all sorts of 
denunciations for hours, evidently took 
the matter seriously. One of them, 
Capt. Maher, pulled his revolver. His 
intention probably was to protect Chair- 
man Redwine, who had made his way 
to the rear of the stage. At any rate 


the crowd did not catch sight of the 


weapon or the convention might have 
developed what has been momentarily 
feared for nearly a week—a general 
fight. 

A delegate made himself heard long 
enough to move that the police be ap- 
pointed sergeant-at-arms and instruct- 
ed to keep order. 

“They are sergeants-at-arms,” said 
the chairman, “and will stay until the 
convention adjourns.”’ 

Another Burst of Rage, 

Another outburst of rage. When it 
had spent itself a Hardin leader in front 
of the stage asked the chairman if he 
would call the roll on the appeal.

The fili- 
busters pulled themselves together for 
a test of endurance, for Chairman Red- 
wine had a big package in front of him 
from which he had just drawn a piece 
of fried chicken, refusing to entertain 
a motion to “lay it on the table.” 
Two Ballots Taken. 

The disorder continued without in- 
terruption until after five o’clock when 
the Goebel men hit upon the plan to 
have county chairmen come to the stage 
and cast their votes of their delega- 
tions. This set their frienzied oppo- 
nents beside themselves with anger, but 
the roll call proceeded, the awful din 
increasing all the- while. County chair- 
men came to the stage and the clerk had 
to lean over to very close range to catch 
a word that was said. The Hardin men 
and many Stone delegates did not vote. 
After half an hour of the hardest kind 
of work, the ballot was finished and an- 
nounced, as follows: 

Goebel, 35214; Stone, 26114; Hardin, 
67. 

The chair ordered another ballot, 
whereupon Ollie James, a big-lunged 
Stone leader, cried: ‘All Hardin and 


Stone men refuse to vote.”

“The German delegates on Monday pri- 
vately informed their colleagues that 
they had received instructions to ac- 
cept the principle of a permanent tri- 
bunal of arbitration as outlined in the 
Anglo-American plans, 
speech of Col, Gross von Schwarzhoff 
plainly intimating that Germany had 
made up her mind against the Russian 
idea of disarmament and had reached 


the conclusion that the time had ar- 


rived to tell the world so are the two 
great events of the whole conference. 
Neither has been published as an offi- 
cial act of the German government, but 
everybody knows that Germany will 
not recede from the position thus 
taken up. To-day I interviewed many 
delegates, some friendly to Germany, 
others hostile. They were unanimous 
in declaring the Schwarzhoff speech a 
smashing blow, pulverizing the argu- 
ment of Gen. Den Beer Poortugael and 
Col. Jilinski. The effect was tremen- 
dous within the conference when 
Schwarzhoff pointedly exclaimed: ‘Ger- 
many is not ruined. On the contrary, 
her wealth, contentedness and stand- 
ard of life (he used these English 
words) are daily increasing.’ Altogeth- 
er his speech was the greatest sensa- 
tion of the conference hitherto, nobody 
expecting Germany to reject the Rus- 
sian proposals in so brusque and un- 
conditional a manner.”

While in the city he 
Made a purchase of 10 cents’ worth 
of ice cream, ate it, and was inmedi- 
ately taken sick. The supposition is 
that the delicacy was a surprise to the 
editors’ stomach. Any editor who will 
so far forget himself and buy ice 
cream, when he has money, ought t9 be 
sick. If Editor Mcran is .not:inere 
careful in the future, he will be taken 
for a professor. But where did the ed- 
itor make the raise of the money, is 
the query-of the Ann Arbor Press club? 


In these days when so many men are 
ready in their mad race for wealth to 
sacrifice almost everything for money, 
the man who places duty before money 
is a public benefactor, whose good in- 
fluence upon the youth of the country 
is incalculable. Such a man is Gen. 
Leonard Wood, military governor of 
Santiago and formerly a commander 
of the Rough Riders. Gen. Wood, who 
is at present in Washington to see his 
wife and to confer with the war de- 
partment, must have been sorely 
tempted when the Washington street 
railway and electric light ‘syndicate 
offered him $30,000 a year to resign from 
the army and become its president; his 
salary as a brigadier-general of volun- 
teers, the rank he now holds, is only 
$5,500. But if so, he put the temptation 
behind him and announced his inten- 
tion to return to his duties at Santiago, 
and to remain in the army as long as 
his services were required. That an- 
nouncement is all the more praise- 
worthy for having been made after the 
yellow fever was reported to have 
. broken out at Santiago. It is men of 
this stamp who prove that money wor- 
ship has not succeeded in driving out 
true patriotism from the first position 


in the esteem of the people.

The political wise-acres are saying 
that Secretary Alger’s retirement from 
the cabinet at an early date has been 
made a certainty by the formal an- 
nouncement of the alliance between 
himself and Gov. Pingree for the pur- 
pose of attempting to put Secretary 
Alger into the seat now held by Sen- 
ator McMillan; they say that if Secre- 
tary Alger does not voluntarily resign, 
the president will be forced to ask for 
his resignation by political influence 
that can be wielded by Senators Mc- 
Millan and Burrows. Secretary Alger 
has returned to Washington, but he 
isn’t saying a word on this subject. The 
president will find himself in rather an 
embarrassing position should Secretary 
Alger not voluntarily resign before he 
begins an active campaign for the sen- 
atorship, as Senator McMillan is one 
of his warmest personal friends. In 
fact, the president’s position is bound 
to be more or less embarrassing, any- 
way. That he is a warm friend of Sec- 
retary Alger has been fully proven by 
his standing by him through all the 
criticism of his management of the war 
department, and keeping him in his 
cabinet against the advice and protest 
of many leaders of his party. It will 
not be an easy matter for him to main- 
tain a strict neutrality in such a con- 
test, no matter whether Secretary Al- 
ger remains in the cabinet or goes out.

It will be remembered that the senior 
lits secured from Governor Pingree the 
promise of one of the four Spanish can- 
non which the government decided was 
Michigan’s share of the prizes captured 
in the late unpleasantness with Cer- 
vera, et al.

SEVILLA ANO D. 1724. 


This gives the date and place of its 
manufacture as being Seville, 1724. 
Just what part this ordnance played 
in the late war would be interesting to 
know.

Mr. and Mrs. James Waugh lived in 
York, while William Webster lived in 
Leslie. Webster was a step-son of Mr. 
Waugh. In 1877, Waugh wrote his 
step-son that he and his wife were get- 
ting old and their own children did not 
seem to take any interest: in them. 
That unless he came on and took care 
of them they would have to go to the 
poor house, as their 40 acre farm would 
go to ruin. On this 40 acres was an 
$800 mortgage. 3 i 

Webster couldn’t stand it to see his 
mother liable to suffering and came on. 
He was given a deed to a half interest 
in the land, and a contract was drawn 
up whereby, if he staid with them and 
paid up the mortgage, the executors of 
the estate, after the old people died, 
would give him a deed to the balance 
of the land. For some reason or other, 
Mrs. Waugh did not sign this. 

Mr. Waugh died in 1890 and Webster 
continued to care for his mother until 
her death, which occurred in 1897. 

He then filed a bill in the circuit 
court for the specific performance of 
the contract, which was contested by 
his step-brothers and sisters. “The 
court held that inasmuch as Mrs. 
Waugh did not sign it, and the land 
peing a homestead, the contract could 
not be enforced 

Webster then took another course 
and filed a claim for his work for 20 
years and the taxes paid by him. The 
claim amounted to about $1,900.. 

Judge Newkirk held that while the 
contract under which Webster worked 
was void, still it could be construed as

DEATH OF 


E. J.KNOWLTON 


INVENTOR OF LAND ROLLER AND 
UNIVERSAL BATH, 


WHICH ARE WELL KNOWN ALL 
OVER THE UNITED STATES, 


While frail in health for several 
years, the death of Earnest J. Knowl- 
ton, which occurred last night at 10:30; 
will prove a surprise to many of his 
friends. Born in Manlins, N. Y., Feb. 
11, 1818, he spent his young manhood 
in that state, where he early began the 
battle of life for himself. Desirous of 
obtaining means for securing an edu- 
cation, he took a contract in the Erie 
canal, but fell ill of typhus fever, from 
which he never fully recovered. Hav- 
ing obtained the necessary preparation, 
he spent several years as a teacher, 
having served in this capacity in Mich- 
igan, where he had concluded to make 
his home. On Mareh 17, 1850, occurred 
his marriage to Miss Roxana A. rotter, 
in Ypsilanti, Mich. To them three chil- 
dren were born—Prof. J. C. Knowlton, 
of the law department of the U. of M.; 
Ida K., wife of Judge Victor H. -Lane, 
and Mildred S., who married Wm. T. 
Whedon, and died April 9th, 1897. He 
was possessed of great inventive pow- 
er and gave much of his life to inven- 
tions, the most important of which 
were his land roller and universal bath, 
in the manufacture and sale of which 
he has been engaged here in Ann Arbor 
for over thirty years. He has been a 
member of the Methodist church since 
his coming. to Ann Arbor in 1867, and 
for a number-of years served on the 
board of trustees. He was a man of 
intelligence and uprighteousness of life, 


of profound convictions and a genuine 


Christian. 

The funeral will occur at the family 
residence, corner of State and Cathar- 
ine sts., tomorrow afternoon at 3 
o'clock. Friends of the family invited.

The Russians say 
that the swallows took away the nails 
which the executioners had brought,but 
the sparrows carried them back again. 
The Danish say that the moment of 
the crucifixion the stork, moved with 
pity, cried “Styrkhain! Styrkhain!”’ 
(God give him strength!) and since 
that time the stork has been consider- 
ed sacred, It is also stated that Lon- 
ginus, the Roman soldier who pierced 
the side of Jesus with the spear, was 
converted on account ofe the blood 
which fell upon him. This was due 


i to the cleansing power of that blood, 
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according to the church, and his eyes 
were thus opened to the beauty of ho-

TELL-TALE CLAY PIPES. 


Prove That People Smoked Long Before 
Raleigh’s Day. 

A vast number of clay pipes have 
been found under conditions which 
seem to prove that they were deposited 
long before Raleigh’s birth; and a 
pipe of early date is so utterly unlike 
the modern form that these could not 
have been dropped by laborers of. the 
present day. At an antiquarian meet- 
ing many years ago an old gentleman 
told how his grandfather used to give 
him coppers for wading the Pool Dam 
at Newcastle-under-Lyme to gather 
‘“buck-bane,” which the veteran smok- . 
ed to relieve asthma, That reminis- 
cence carries us back a century and a 
half, and it is probable that buckbane 
had been used for asthma “time out 
of mind.” If people were already fa- 
miliar with the practice of smoking 
herbs we should have an explanation 
of the astonishing rapidity with which 
they took to tobacco. It may be noted 
that Cartier found the Indians of 
Hochelaga, on the St. Lawrence, smok- 
ing an herb which we recognize from 
his description as lobelia, as well as 
tobacco. His sailors did not care for 
the latter, but the former met with 
their approval from the first; for it 
was “as good as drink” to them. The

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ROCK MAPLE PLANKED SHAD. 


Maine Revipe That is Far Ahead of the 
Chesapeake Idea. 

The man who discovered that a green 

rock maple Jab was far ahead of the 

green ash plank used along Chesa- 


peake bay for cooking planked shad- is. 


State Senator Henry, P. Sharp of Mon- 
ticello. The secret was revealed by ac- 
cident. Years ago, when he was a 
woods foreman, he had great trouble 
in finding eant dog handles that would 
not bend. Ash and oak made excel- 
lent handles, but as soon as they be- 
came wet-the men who piled the logs 
bent them into fantastic shapes. After 
ten years of trial with all kinds of 
wood Mr. Sharp learned that rock ma- 
ple was the only material that would 
remain stiff after it was water-soaked. 
As a result of this every cant dog 
now has a rock maple handle. Two 
years ago this spring Senator Sharp 
went down the river and bought a 
dozen shad fresh from the weirs. On 
his way home he stopped at Orono to 
Visit the cant dog factory and have a 
planked shad for dinner. As no green 
ash could be had for the planking, a 
fresh and sappy slab was sawed off 
from the cant dog stock at the mill, 
and to this the shad was pegged, after 
which it was upholstered with thin 
strips of fat salt pork and placed upon 
the coals to cook. The heat of the 
fire started the maple sap in the slab 
and made it sigzle about the shad, and 
by the time the fish was cooked it 
was surrounded with a crystal wall of 
maple sugar. Men who helped eat the 
first shad ever cooked in maple syrup 
say it was something to remember for 
a lifetime. They finished the entire 
fish in short order, and then cooked an- 
other and another, using a fresh slab 
every time. Then they went and told 
their friends about the wonderful dish. 
At present no one thinks about using 
white ash when green rock maple can 
be procured for cooking shad. . The 
men who are fond of planked shad 
cooked by the Sharp process are about 
to give the senator a dinner at a Ban- 
gor hotel in order to convinee him 
how thoroughly they appreciate his 
disecovery.—New York Sun. 


A’ PARISIAN. LANDMARK. 


The Passage Saumon, Once a Center of 
Fashion, to Be Demolished. 

One more landmark of old Paris is 
to disappear, says the London Tele- 
graph. The Passage Saumon, once ths 
center of fashion, and situated in the 
heart of the metropolis, is to be demol- 
ished and built over. The ground will 
be offered for sale in the chamber of 
notaries. Half a century. since thé 
Passage Saumon was as fashionable ag 
the Rue de la Paix is today. There 
the dressmakers and milliners of the 
old days prepared the finery which was 
to dazzle the eyes of the provincials. 
Maids and matrons from tke country 
flocked thither to buy Pamela hats and 
other articles of the kind, and not a 
few Parisiennes-of the period were al- 
so dressed there. In its vacinity were 
famous restaurants, one of which, the 
Rocher de Cancale, still manages ta 
exist. There, too, was the Theater 
Moliere; while, in the matter of liter. 
ary reminiscence, it was in the Passage 
Saumon that Victor Hugo wrote part 
of “Marion Delorme” .one rainy day 
when he entered a cafe there. Al- 
phonse Daudet, too, has left a detailed 
description of the place in one of his 
earliest books, Le Petit Chose. There 
are many Parisians of the present gen- 
eration who do not even know where 
the Passage Saumon is. The spot has 
long been neglected for more stately 
and more monotonous loealities in the 
west, wherein every ‘well-dressed man 
and woman thinks and acts alike. Its 
glory is vanished, like that of the Pal- 
ais Royal, the Place des Vosges, and 
other localities famous in the social, 
artistic and political annals of France.

Gen. Wood, who 
is at present in Washington to see his 
wife and to confer with the war de- 
partment, must have been. sorely 
tempted when the Washington street 
railway and electric light ‘syndicate 
offered him $30,000 a year to resign from 
the army and become its president; his 
salary as a brigadier-general of volun- 
teers, the rank he now holds, is only 
$5,500. But if so, he put the temptation 
behind him and announced his inten- 
tion to return to his duties at Santiago, 
and to remain in the army as long as 
his services were required. That an- 
nouncement is all the more praise- 
worthy for having been made after the 
yellow fever was reported to have 
_ broken out at Santiago. It is men of 
this stamp who prove that money wor- 
ship has not succeeded in driving out 
true patriotism from the first position

The political wise-acres are saying 
that Secretary Alger’s retirement from 
the cabinet at an early date has been 
made a certainty by the formal an- 
nouncement of the alliance between 
himself and Gov. Pingree for the pur- 
pose of attempting to put Secretary 
Alger into the seat now held by Sen- 
ator McMillan; they say that if Secre- 
tary Alger does not voluntarily resign, 
the president will be forced to ask for 
his resignation by political influence 
that can be wielded by Senators Mc- 
Millan and Burrows. Secretary Alger 
has returned to Washington, but he 
isn’t saying a word on this subject. The 
president will find himself in rather an 
embarrassing position should Secretary 
Alger not voluntarily resign before he 
begins an active campaign for the sen- 
atorship, as Senator McMillan is one 
of his warmest personal friends. In 
fact, the president’s position is bound 
to be more or less embarrassing, any- 
way. That he is a warm friend of Sec- 
retary Alger has been fully proven by 
his standing by him through all the 
criticism of his management of the war 
department, and keeping him in his 
cabinet against the advice and protest 
of many leaders of his party. It will 
not be an easy matter for him to main- 
tain a strict neutrality in such a con- 
test, no matter whether Secretary Al- 
ger remains in the cabinet or goes out. 
Owing to the war in the Philippines 
and the military control of Cuba and 


Porto Rico, the war department has 


more favors to distribute than all the 
rest of the departments put together, 
and Secretary Alger would be more 
than human if he did not throw some 
of those favors where they would ad- 
vance his candidacy, if allowed by the 
president to do so. :

WEBSTER COULDN'T GET A SPEC- 
IFIC PERFORMAMCE, 


S0 FILED A CLAIM AND REACHES 
THE SAME RESULT, 


Judge Newkirk today render2d a de- 
cision in the claim of William I. Web- 
the estate of James 
Waugh. 

Mr. and Mrs. James Waugh lived in 
York, while William Webster lived in 
Leslie. Webster was a step-son of Mr. 
Waugh. In 1877, Waugh wrote his 
step-son that he and his wife were get- 
ting old and their own children did not 
seem to take any interest: in them. 
That unless he came on and took care 
of them they would have to go to the 
poor house, as their 40 acre farm would 
go to ruin. On this 40 acres was an 
$800 mortgage. - 

Webster couldn’t stand it to see his 
mother liable to suffering and came on. 
He was given a deed to a half interest 
in the land, and a contract was drawn 
up whereby, if he staid with them and 
paid up the mortgage, the executors of 
the estate, after the old people died, 
would give him a deed to the balance 
of the land. For some reason or other, 
Mrs. Waugh did not sign this. 

Mr. Waugh died in 1890 and Webster 
continued to care for his mother until 
her death, which occurred in 1897, 

He then filed a bill in the circuit 
court for the specific performance of 
the contract, which was contested by 
his step-brothers and sisters. “The 
court held that inasmuch as Mrs. 
Waugh did not sign it, and the land 
being a homestead, the contract could 


not be enforced 


Webster then took another course 
and filed a claim for his work for 20 
years and the taxes paid by him. The 
claim amounted to about $1,900.. 

Judge Newkirk held that while the 
contract under which Webster worked 
was void, still it could be construed as 
evidence of what it was worth to care 
for the old people, and that he would be 
entitled to remuneration up to the 
time of Mr. Waugh’s death. 

Webster was allowed $75 a year for 
13 years and the taxes he paid up to 
1891, the total amount being $1,081.22. 
This claim is sufficient to cover the re- 
maining 20 acres of the farm and, if 
the decision is held good by the higher 
courts, he will virtually get just what 
would be given him if the original con- 
tract had been carried out. 

As was stated when the claim was 
first filed in the probate court, there 
are more ways than one to skin a eat.

It may be noted 
that Cartier found the Indians of 
Hochelaga, on the St. Lawrence, smok- 
ing an herb which we recognize from 
his description as lobelia, as well as 
tobacco. His sailors did not care for 
the latter, but the former met with 
their approval from the first; for it 
was “as good as drink” to them. The 
medicine men smoked lobelia before 
prophesying, and under its effect they 
raved. Has this property of the weed 
been tested by the savants?—London 
Standard.

A’ PARISIAN LANDMARK. 


The Passage Saumon; Once a Center of 
Fashion, to Be Demolished. 

One more landmark of old Paris is 
to disappear, says the London Tele- 
graph. The Passage Saumon, once ths 
center of fashion, and situated in the 
heart of the metropolis, is to be demol» 
ished and built over. The ground will 
be offered for sale in the chamber of 
notaries. Half a century since thé 
Passage Saumon was as fashionable ag 
the Rue de la Paix is today. Thera 
the dressmakers and milliners of the 
old days prepared the finery which was 
to dazzle the eyes of the provincials. 
Maids and matrons from tke country 
flocked thither to buy Pamela hats and 
other articles of the kind, and not a 
few Parisiennes-of the period were al- 
so dressed there. In its vacinity were 
famous restaurants, one of which, the 
Rocher de Cancale, still manages ta 
exist. There, too, was the Theater 
Moliere; while, in the matter of liter- 
ary reminiscence, it was in the Passage 
Saumon that Victor Hugo wrote part 
of “Marion Delorme” .one rainy day 
when he entered a cafe there. Al- 
phonse Daudet, too, has left a detailed 
description of the place in one of his 
earliest books, Le Petit Chose. There 
are many Parisians of the present gen- 
eration who do not even know where 
the Passage Saumon is. The spot has 
long been neglected for more stately 
and more monotonous loealities in the 
west, wherein every ‘well-dressed man 
and woman thinks and acts alike. Its 
glory is vanished, like that of the Pal- 
ais Royal, the Place des Vosges, and 
other localities famous in the social, 
artistic and political annals of France. 
The Passage Saumon is beyond the 
bourse and connects the Rue Mont- 
martre with the Rue: Montorgueuil. 
Not far from it was the old post- 
office, where people arriving by dili- 
gences from all parts of France got 
down. Of late years the Arcade, once 
so brilliant, had become the dullest 
and dingiest of city resorts, and was 
inhabited by cheap milliners,small gro- 
cers, venders of resuscitated tall hats 
and providers of faded finery for fe- 
males with limited funds at their dis- 
posal,

HAS HOT RESIGNED, 


President R, G. Boone has returned 
from a trip about the state, and has 
been, for the first time since the last 
meeting of the state board of edueation, 
interviewed in regard to the present 


Status of the difficulty which exists þe- 


tween himself and them. He was very 
uncommunicative, utterly refusing to 
answer most of the questions put to 
him, and in thoge instances when he 
could be induced to unbosom himself 
at all, his replies were for the greater 
part mere monosyllables. 

By way of preliminary he was asked 
if there is truth in the report spread 
by the members of the board them- 
selves that his resignation has been 
handed in to them and accepted. ‘‘No,” 
he replied, “my resignation hag not 
been submitted to the state board. ` 

“Well,” was queried, “has it been 


asked for?” 


“No,” Dr. Boone answered, somewhat 
hesitatingly, “it has not; that is, such a 
request has not been officially made to 
me. Some time ago one of the board 


members ineidentally suggested such a 
proceeding, but it was not as the voice 
of the board.’’ 

“What about the ‘provisioas’ which 
we see alluded to in the papers by the 
board members?” was queried. 

“It is true that my resignation, if 
sent in, would be dependent upon cer- 
tain conditions, but I do not care to 
discuss this subject until I have had 
further consultation with the board. I 
have just returned from a trip abcut 
the state and have not communicated 
with the board in some days. I do not 
even know exactly what they decided 
upon at their last meeting.” 

“Have you decided upon your course 
of action during the coming year; do 
you know where you will be in the 
event of leaving the Normal?” came 
the question. 

“That is another matter which I do 
not care to discuss,” he answered, “and 
in addition I am hardly determined my- 
self at this time just what I shall do 
next year or where I shall be. This 
whole affair is too unsettled a condition 
to permit of any foretelling of the fu- 
ture.” 

Dr. Boone was reminded that at the 
time when the trouble first came before 
the public he stated that he was in 
possession of information in regard to 
certain members of the board which 
would make interesting reading for 
the public, and which he would give 
away at the proper time. This state- 
ment rather took him betw2en wind 
and water, but he hastened to answer 
that it was not yet “the proper time.” 
When pressed further he did not devy 
that he is ‘‘in’ on such knowledge, but 
explained his reticence at this period 
by saying that the matter has not yet 
been entirely settled. 

It will be remembered by Times read- 
ers that J. W. Simmons, who was 
Stated by the board to have resigned 
from his position as superintendent of 
the training school, as Dr. Boone was 
alleged to have surrendered his presi- 
dency, does not deny the impeaechinent;
